fine syllogisms, based on this supposition, 
are like the fragrance of a rose in the wil- 
-|derness, wasted upon the desert air. We 
say, Sir, that gehenna originally and liter- 
ally meant the valley of Hinnom. This 
you admit. We further say; that in pro- 


cess of time, gehenna, or the valley of Hin- 


nom,and tophet,. another term for the same 


thing; were used in the old ‘Festament fig- 


uratively to set forth the temporal but se- 
vere judgements €dming upon the Jews.— 
The learned Schleusner, in his Lexicon, 
(and with him agree the most eminent crit- 
ics,) tn voce gehenna, says, ‘A continu- 
al fire was necessary to consume the sub- 
stances,[carcases of animals and other des- 
perate criminals,] lest the air should be in- 
fected by putrifaction, and ‘as there were 
always worms feeding on the remaining 
fragments, [see Isa. Ixvi: 24 a ee ve hence 
came to pass that every severe punishment, 
and particularly every ignominious kiad of 
death, was called by the name of gehenna.’ 

He reir to Matt. v: 22—‘shall be in dan- 
ger ofa gehenna of fire—i. @.,” he says 
‘shall be worthy of an ignominieus death.’ 


See as confirmation of the justness ef this 


definition,Jer. vii: 25. to end, and viii: 1,2, 
3, and the whole of the 19th chapter of 
Jeremiah. Also;Isa. xxx: 27-83,and xxx1; 
1-4. The reader is requested caréfully to 
examine all these places. 


6. Such being the acknowledged mean- 
ing and uses of the valley of Hinnom, in 
the Old Testament, what reason have we 
to suppose it was used i in anentirely differ- 
ent sense inthe New? Would Jesus have 
used the term in7so very different a sense 
from that im which the Jews had been ac- 
customed to understand it, (and it was ne- 
ver used in addressing Gentiles.) without 
giving the least intimation that he bad en- 
tirely changed its meaning from that in 
which their ancient prophets used it, 

7. Though Schleusner, Dr. Geo. Camp: 
bell, and other advocates of the doctrine of 
endless misery, assume that gehenna was 
aftervards used to designate the future pun- 
ishment ye the wicked, or the state of the 


damned in the eternal world, it is only their 
opinion, unaccompanied | by a particle of 
proof. Théy may assume or opine ever 80 
confidently, and you may assert ever so 
positively any doctrine or position you 
please, but this tome and our readers is 
no proof. You and they can prove as far 
as the Bible warrants, the application of 
gehenna to severe temporal punishment; 
but beyond this you have no warrant in the 
Bible to go. As the term was used in the 
Old Testament to destgnate, besides the 
literal valley of Hinnom, the severe tempo- 
ral judgments coming on the Jews, I main- 
tain that it was used by our Saviour in the 
New ‘Testament in the same or a similar 
sense, to designate the severe temporal 
judgments coming on the same nation.— 

Therefore I do not say, that because ge- 


henna originally meant the valley of Hin . 


non, it cannot represent a state of punish> — 
ment after death in another world; but I say ~ 
you have brought uo pr oof of the latter.— 
Give us the proof, Sir, and we believe; but 
not without. Or show that my definition - 
is incorrect, and I give. it up. [See my 
June letter, published in your August num- 
ber, 19th and 20th paragraphs. ] 


8. ‘The position you would establish by 
showing the fallacy of your peripatetic syl- 
logisins, reminds mie of, aad is about as well 
sustained, as the vissionary theory of Eman- 
uel Swedenborg. Swedenborg established 
his doctrine by correspondencies, you yours 
by contrasts; and though both are alike vi- 
stonary und devoid of proof, the Baron’s is 
altogether the most beautiful and inviting. 
You attempt to establish the doctrine of 

endless misery on the ground, that it is the 
exact opposite of endless happiness!—of e- 
ternal death, not once mentioned in the 
Bible, on the ground that eternal life is men- 
tioned! About .as-zonsistent as the Ortho- 
dox argument, that becanse there is a per- 
sonal God, there must bea personal devil. 
Of two das Ss, one ts said to be hot and the 
other cold. It is proved that the thermom- 
eter rose to 100 degrees of Fahrenheit on 
the bot days. It follows syllogistically, && 
by contrast, that it must huvesunk just 100 
degrees below zeso, on the cold day!

9. I deny that the Hebrew shémim, and 
Greek gehenna, are always used in oppo: 
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site or contrasted senses in Scripture, or | 
that the Saxon heaven and bell are ln aye 
or geverally, or even frequently, so used.— 
True, they are so used. Matt. x1: 23, and 
Taube x: 10; but you will not contend tha 
in these places any thing more is meant, | 
than temporal prosperity and fereperel ad- 
versity. There area great varisty of sen- 
sesin which these Saxon words are used in 
the Bible, but these different senses are by 
no means: always opposites. Heaven (or 
heavens) is used to signify the air, the vis- 
ible sky, the heavenly bodies, temporal 
prosperity, honor, exaltation, Ged himself, 
or his dominion and provideace, spiritual | 
enjoy ment, and, sometimes the place or | 
state of endless happiness hereafter, . Hell 
is used to signify the grave, the state of all 
the dead, a darks, hiddea OF concealed state, 
temporal adversity or destruction, mental | 
condemnation, guilt, remorse of conscience, 
the valle ey of Hinnom, the judgments: of | 
God on the Jewish nation and infidel per- 
secuting opposers of his Gospel; but that it 
signifies a place of misery in the eternal 
world, you have not offered one particle of 
proof, nor do l believe you can offer any.~— 


This strong rampart of error then-falls for | 


vant of support; ard I therefore “do claim 
for the truth a decided victory” here. And 
the greater “conspiracy”? you have thought 
to give this debate, only serves to render. 
vour defeat the more signal. 
10. Your 11th paragraph is mostly about. 
a matter on which we do not differ essen- 
tially, and which i is not in dispute between 
“us, viz: the meaning of the words rendered 
edven: ete. Itis needless, therefore, to 
waste words about my ‘shuffling’ or ‘chan: 
ging the point,’ whieh I certainly did not 
do. I have shown above, that you were 
not to the point, or rather that that point 
was not to the qtiestion in dispute.
